For clearing this, if* is neceffary to reprefent, That in the 
Year 1 6 27, we liv'd under the /noft Pious and Orthodox Prince 
of the Age, and yet a Rebellion Was form'd againft him, as a Pa- 
ftfi y a»IaTjra»t,by which all the Fundamental Laws were'fhaken,' 
andallhoneftf Men ruih'd.^ Neither needs there any other Proof 
for, this Aflertion, than the Records o^Parliament, General Jff em- 
bites, and JuJHce Court. 

/From the Record* arid Ads of ^rlfament it is undeniable jAat 
the-Power of ^nominating Judges^ Councilors, ^and all Officers 
of State j the Power of levying War, . aqc| railing Taxes, were u- 
furfd by the People ; Cdventtou were entred into by a Part of the 
Subjects, "and by rjiim imposM iraperioufly .upon, t£e rf^ ; Leagues 
and Qovenanh*vtsis *entr*d inter with ^ILngUgd ; Atrfpafladours 
were lent to Foreign Prints and States • ^nd even to France, (tho* 
little left terrible' then," than now) exclaiming againft the fnju- 
ftice x>6 the 40*g> juftifying their taking Arms againft him, and 
tnerefore iritreating tWtrench Aid and Affiftance : The Kjug him- 
[elf was inhumanely deliver'd up to his Enemies, and thereafter 
the Army that went in to defend his precious IJfe, were declared 
Rebels, aH which' was uncontravertedly inconOftcnt with the Laws 
of the Kingdom theh ftanding. 

From the Ads of the General Aflembly it is clear, that the Af- 
ferably 1639, refus'd to rife, when, djuoly'djw th&JOnfs Com>> 
mijjloner, and moft of the following Afomblies did - both fit dowft 
and rife without his Warrant. This. Aflembly threw out the Bt> 
Ihops, and abrogated Epifcopacy without Authority of Parlia- 
ment, tho' the Bijbops were always the firft, of the three Eft at es of 
TdrUment. A hew Oath wis invented,. «all*d, Xkt &v*»*»P 9 
without the King's Authority ; and all Men, Women and Children* 
that were above Ten Years of Age, fore'd tpteke' it; and fuchas 
took it hot, were Excommunicated, upon which all their Moveables 
or Chattels wefe confifcated, and they themfelves being declar'd 
difobedient to the Law$, were forced to fly; J The" /^^ Negative 
Voice was declared Illegal,, and the Ads made for aflifting him ia 

iheYear Forty Bght % yirere declare Void attd'Nuff, by an unparal r 
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ki*d Invadon, the General Aflembly, (imitating in this, as in 
many other Things, the Church of Rome) railed thesrfWvts above

From the Records of die JufiUe Court r we find that the E» 
ftates made Advocates or Attorney, General* by their own Au* 
tbority; who prosecuted to Death) fuch m defended their 
own Houfes, by vert me of exfrej! Commiffion from the Kj*gt 
and fuch -is rofe in Arms for his Dsfen$e r tho r they had fatb 
His Commifflons, and Remffions, though the Judges that Con-

They not only borrowed vaft Sums by raeer Force, from private 
Men, whom they never paid, but alfo they were- the firtt that 
brought ;in Free and dry Quarter ', Cef, Excife r and all the fe 
Pubiick Burdens, afterwards la much, complained of* (when they 
were continued upon neceffary Exigencies, bj lawful Authors* 
ty) we having nefrher formerly known Qaths, f nor Pubiick 
Burdens under oar gentle Kjngs, agpiaft whom* they lb mudh 
exclaimed as Tyrants, beca^ forfooth they kept thtm fo»*be~ 
ing fuch : Au thefe Proceedings. were not only cmdeiqn'4. by the 

general Opinion of both Proteflants and Papifts Abroad, but 
and yet condemned by ekprefs Ads of Parliament, and by many 
Ads in the like Cafes in Scotland, and England, andfo nothing 
which can be alledged in Juftification of diem, deferves or needs 
anAnfwer.

The Reader will-be aftonifbed, when we inform him ; That 
the Way of Worfliip in our Church, differed nothing from what 
the Presbyterians themfeftres pfa&ifed, (except only, that we 
ufed the Doxeiegie, the Lord's Prayer,' and in Baptifm, the Creed, 
all which they rejected.) We had no Ceremoniei, Surplice, Allots, 
Croft in Baptifm, nor the meaueft of thofe things which, would- be.

Liberty which we (p0O* Slaves! ) dtarft never take, fdolifhly ' 
conceiving our fekes owr^ruled by our Stdt«t?e-Books, ancient 
Cuftoms, and Oath*, regulating our Duty and Conference. 

For anfwering the Obie&itns which are made agakift the Go- 
veenraent, J* foall cla&tfe^ with which 

the Government is charge and' into the particular Inftanees of its 
pretended Cruelty. 

- The Fir (i general Qt>j<&hwfy That* thzfevere Lam made a- 
gjunft Contiemidefi were yet anope feverely pat-in Execution by Sir 
James Turner, and/. Sir William Bottomine, and others, whicfroO 
cafion'd the tnforre&ion at PwtlandMS* ; and it i* aflfedged, that' 
thefe Conventiclers came only to petition the Ccuncil % not to over- 
turn the Government. 

To this k is anfwered, That all rifing in Arms upftn any Prt^ 
test wbatfoever, is declared Rebellion in this and 1 all other Nati- 
ons ; and if any fhould rife now in Arms becafufe Free* quarter fe 
taken from them againft Law, they would find this Government 
fo to take it. Nor - can it be pretended that Juftice was deniect 
to private Petitioners ; but on the contrary, Turner and Baffbn* 
tine were laid afide, which is all the State could do, it being im- 
poffible to anfwer for all the Extravagancies of Soldiers, even un^ 
dertbe inoft juft Government; F^om thislilcewtfe it necd&MijT 
fpllo ws,fhat^becaufe this was no juft War,tfierefere the learned and* 
worthy Sir Jvk* Nisbep^ theft KJng& Advocate, and the Criminal? 
Judges were unjuftty reproached for refufing to afiour the 
I^fence founded on-givkig <^art?er, thatt being only to beaftowed 1 
mp^obeSo'; And ic is to be rertiembted, that this Defence was- 
np« alio wed to the worthy Peefident Sip Robert Sfetfomd, Son to 
the toons Archbifhop, in Anna 164^ tho* tfte War jjift on the* 
Kjngh fide* and he atied by vertue of a Commftfion from thar 
Mwy JOqg*- by wbbfe Authority* the Virlhrabrlt thatcondemtoedP 
hurt was called ; and if could not be proved . by tfrofe that were ta-; 
hsnrtPentlandrhilU, that Quarter was gpanwd 1 thfem; whereas it 
wafe clearly proved^ that the Council in genefflfFhatf dflfchargetf 
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granting of Quarter tfpon the fore/aid Account. We jjafs nrider Si- 
lence here, the dreadfid Slaughter of feveral Hundreds Jcilled after 
free Quarter given, and furrendriag of the Cattle of Dufviieigh) 
(which made Lieutenant General Lcflie, who then commanded 
the Army, threaten to lay down his Commiflion,) notwithftan- 
ding of a violent Sermon made before him upon thefe Words, 
i Sam. Chap. 15. V* 14. What meaneth then this bleating, $fc. * 
As to the fending away People to the Plantations. It is air- 
Iwered, That none were lent away, but fuch as were taken at 
Bothuel-Bridge, or in ArgyUfs Rebellion ; and the turning . Ga pi- 
ta t Puniflnnent into Exile, was an A& of Clemency;; not of 
Crueky. As toTorture r it is allowed not only by the Law of 
our Nation, but of all Nations except England, and founded on 
the foremention'd Maxims j fidus populi, &c. Pereat unus> potius 
quam unites; nor was it ever infli&ed, but where the Perfon 
tortured was evidently proved to be guilty of AcceQionto the Crime 
and that he knew the Accomplices; it being ftill left in his Pow- 
er to fecure himfelf again ft Torture, by confeffing who were 
his Accomplices, or by clearing hkn&lf by bis Oath, that he did 
not know them, which Oath was required to free, riot to bind the 
Deponent ; beoaufe his Knowledge of the Matter was firft proved, 
and it was ftill previoufly declared by AQt of Council, that no- 
thing he was to depone . fliould prejudge him; And thofe who 
had been m that Government were very forry thit;^wheft j?W 
tart was declared a Grievance in the laft Convention, Matters of 
high Importance relating tothe Government, wtr* ftM: excepted, 
which expos'd the Snbjeas to as much Danger as formerly . As 
to the imprijomng free Lieges without giving *ty Reajan 9 atsd 
detaining them in Prifon for many Tears.; It is aofwered, That 
we. Have* no A€t for habets corpus in Scotland, and 'fo thefe 
Things may be accounted fevere, but not iMegal; and they were 
introduced in the late unhappy Presbyterian 'Rebellion, where 
Thc^ufands were kept in Prifon a great many .Years, without any 
Crime or Hopes of Releafement ; but the true Reafon of the 
frequent Imprifonments, during K. Charles the II's Government,

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ihourd only be charged ^ thofe who were Accefforfesto tht Plots 
and Rebellions which occafion'd them; and no Men wifh'd more than 
we did, to fee thofe peaceable Times which might allow aa A8 of 
Parliament for Habeas Corpus. 

Another thirig which occafkmed thefe Long Imprifonments,was, 
That thePerfons iroprifoned refused to acknowledge the fang's Au- 
thority without which the/ could not have been- fet at Liberty, 
when there was a clear Probation againft them. But can this be 
obje&ed tolls y by thofe who have fince imprHoo'd more in one 
Tear than we did in f vet 

As to the bringing in the Highlanders on the Wefiern Shires*, 
' and taking free Quarter there ; It is ahfwered^ That many* Thou* 
fends had gathered in Fietd»Couventicles with Arms for feveral 
Years - r and when thefe Conventicles i which ufed to meet in feve^ 
ral Places, pleased to join in one, they could eafily form on Army* 
Tapretfent which, the Council wrote a Letter Cd thefe Wefiarm* 
Shires* entreating them ta fall upon fome Cburfe for Security of the 
Peace \ they returning for Anfwer,, Thai the Peace could not be fe* 
cured there without abrogating Fpifcopacy. The Kj*g wafrCoun* 
til considered this as a Sacrificing the Lawf'tO the Humours and 
Paffions of private Men, and fuch too, asthey had Reafon to think* 
could no more be fatisfied with that Conceflion thai* their Prede* 
ceffors were, who proceeded to ruin l&ng Charles I. after he had 
parted wkh the Order otEpifcopaey to pleajitbem; and therefore 
the Highlanders were fent in* to fiscure the Peate \ and bebaufe 
Money could not be provided in hafte, the Council declared by; 
tlieirjf^, That thofe on whom they were quartered fhould be 
paid out of the firft and readieft of the Fines, owing there, and the 
Sup&pluslhould be paid by theiC^> nor have thofe who were then 
ia the Government, clamour'd fo much now for a Tear's free Quar- 
ter as thefe People did then for & Fpthnights, znd even during that 
Forthmht moft Men faid for their Quarters : Nor was there any 
more surety fought, at leaft from Mafters and : Heretm* than the 
ordinary Surety of &awJorroi>s; by the vety Stile whereof, a?y pri- 
vate Man may force another by the Law tofecurehimagaintt all 
Prejudices from his Men* Tenents a&d Servants, and others of his 
Command, Out-hounding and Ratihabition. And that the Kjng had 
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great Reafon to be jfealous of their breaking the Peace 9 appears 'fully 
from the /taf/ww.above-reprcfented, and when this Surety wis 
thereupon approved by Parliament \ by which it was ena£fced r That 
Mafiers jhould be liable either to remove their Tenents from their hands y 
or to prefent them to Jujricei It prov'd a moft advantageous Reme- 
dy tot fettling the Nation* to the great Advantage both of Mafter 
4nd Servant ; this alternative fecuring. the Mafter from many 
Hacdfhips, , and ingaging his Servants to obey htm, as he was o- 
Wiged to obey, the Kjng and keep the Peace. 

As to the cumulative Jurifditfion fo much complained of, becaufc 
it gives the Kjng a Power to name Sheriffs, and other inferior 
Judges, who may have an equal Share in the Adminifiration with 
thole who had the folf heritable Jurifdift ion formerly, whereby it 
is pretended the Property of the Subje&s was invaded.. It is anl we- 
red, That heritable Jurifdiifions are of* themfel ves very little to be 
fevour'd^ becaufc the Heir muft be a -Judge both in Matters of Lift 
and Fortune* though he want Probity or Knowledge in the Law, and 
the interefted Superiors or Qver-Lords had thereby the unfortunate 
pc«r i^jj/Ji/i-abfolutely at their Devotion, and therefore by an old 
Law in King James IVs Time, there was an A& made, difchar- 
gmgaftheritaHeJ^ ; and 

Sir John Nisbet * upon thefe and many other good . Reafbns, advr- 
fed, that all the other heritable Jurifdiftion (becaufealmoft all 

S anted fince that Time) fhoufd be repealed ; ang yet, though 
etc heritable Judges refus'd to concur in putting the Laws a- 
gainft BelcUConventicles, and Armed Infurreftipns in Execution, 
or conniv'd at them, whereby they grew very formidable, the 
Council unwilling to take away thefe Jurifdiftions totally, chofe 
rather to name other s to (it with thofe Judges, or to fuaply their 
Abfence if they refufed to come j but thereafter S. G. m. fuccecd- 
ia§ as Advocate, to prevent all Debate, advis'd the bringing this 
Point to th$, Parliament, to the end, that that procedure of the 
King's Council might be either uncontrovertedly Legal if acquiefe'd 
in, or let jfafl jf refus'd ; and accordingly the Parliament having 
pafs'd it into an AB ; it teems great Maine and Ignorance to call this 

illegal , and it being founded upon fuch juft andfolid FLeafons, it 

• v -* ' fecta'd 
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feenrd as ftrangey why it fhould be fhougbt foverc, and nevcx 

Lawyer fpoke agaanft it except thofe who had heritable Jurtfdi&wts* 
It were-unreafonable that 'the JO'ag fliould complain of w;hat he 
contented to in Parliament infavours of his Suhje&s; and (b k nmfc 
be Iikewife concluded unreasonable, that the Subjeft fhould consu 
plain ofihiiPomi which they have granted to the Kjng, efpecially- 
feeing it is more in favours of the Subjetfs than of Him, it being a 
firongPalwark againft^reatJMen^soppreflEtng of their Vaffals and 
Inferiors ; an$l therefore I cannot fee why the inferior Sort fhould 
be fo dull or unreafonable as to complain of it. But notwithftand- 
ing of this Clamour, and abftrafting even from thisy/#, it is ftifl 
maifttain'd by the Advocate, that all Lawyers, and particularly our 
Learned Craig in his Book Pe Feudis, affert, That the Superior has 
flijlan Accumulative Jurifdi&ion with his Vaffal** to the Point of 
Judging; for tho* hfi 4 e l e g ate a lurifdi&ion for his Convenience 
yet that is n<?t excluftve, that being a Quality which ftill Mberes, as 
Craig fays ^ ; however, Sir George Mackenzie, Advocate,advis'd,to> 
flop all Clamours, that the heritable Judge might ftill have; the Cam 
fualties,{o that his Property could not be Sid to be invaded ; and toft: 
this might bedrawn to . the Seffion, as is ridiculoufy pretended, th0 
ASfc isonlytilade relative to JurifdiB ions given by his Majefty.tQ 
his good Subjeds, which can in no Senfefail under the Cognizance^ 
of the Seffion, /. e. the Judges. 

As to % he Ml mdde in Council* aRowingSpldiers-to killfuch-aSMfaf&i: 
to own the fang's Authority ; It isanf^er'd^.hat.thqre-beiag many; 
Proclamation iijbed out, by the LHjJenters, declaring, ThattheKjng

Man cfmany dreadful Lies.T\m Aft^Ar^fwasiintolerabie in it feU^and 
we cfe&e to know how it could have been otherwaysr^rffeij 
for the Law muft find Cures fo* all Mif chiefs T and *&*/? mfo lea*

After the Termor of that Procedure had much cooled the 

~ S&rt o$Affa(]ln<ition for a Time, it took new FtrejkvA feveral Prft- 
ekmatibn fotf difaming the Kjngs Authority, and Mmhert 
Servants were polled upon all CharcB Doors,and Mercat-Cn 
that na Ma® who /*riW the #ft*£ could know whether or not his 
Ahrtbener was at his Elbow, and they had Reafon to Jbol; upon 
every Place as their Scaffold *: Whereupon theAdvocate beiegfdo- 
fired to i&ife Proceffes againft foaie who' owned thofe Beimubattt 
Principles jk& prevailed with theCouncil to ask theOpinion of all t&b 
Judges upon tfbis Qu»y, viz*. Whether an} of ha Majefty % s Subjefts 
bamg q*efk toned by his Maj*fty*s*J*idges or Cammiffioners, if tteyoma 
lot* Prvdan*athn r in fry far a* if does declare War againft bis Sacred 
Majefty, andafferts that if u lawful to kill $ thofe who are employed by 
k&M*j*jfyr rtfAfrg ** anfwer updu Oath, are" thereby guilty §f High 
Treafvn$ ate airt and part of the [aid Treafonable Declaration^^ 
Fopuli, requiting that every onejboulA contribute what was in his

! Sbrtattts< without this could know* if he was fecure of his Life, 

< fo fr wtffc iety eafie for the Perfon accufed, to clear himfetf, if

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he was innocent : They confider'd iikewHe that Law m general, 
for the Good of the People, did accommodate its felfto what 
Probation could be allowed ; and therefore invented preemptive 
Probation upon that Account, whereof there are fo manylnftan- 
ces to be feen in all Laws, that it were, child i£h to mfift on 
them, and no Man has been fo juft as to produce one La w or 
Reafon to con vince us -of the Illegality of this Opinion: And there 
isanexprefs Ad of Parliament penned by the learned Sir John 
Nisbet, whereby for the fame Reafon, , fuch as are profecuted for 
Conventiclespvs obliged to fwear whether they were innocent or guilty, 
which does run yet higher than this Opinion. 

There is another Opinion given by the Judges much chal- 
lenged, viz,. That fome having gone about amongft the People, de- 
manding Fifty Pound Sterling from each as a Contribution for the Earl 
of Argyle then forfaulted, tkey, from whom that Money had been 
asked, and conceal } d it, were found guilty of Treafbn, becaufe this 
was fo far beyond private Charity, that it Would ha ve amounted to 
a greater Sum than any Parliameat had ever granted the King : 
And whereas the Propofal of any Jffiftance to a Rebel is Treafo- 
watte, the Concealing (fit by our Law, and by the Law of Nations, 
is undoubted Treafon. If die Matter of Fa& in thefe Anfwers hod 
been reprefented to the late Convention, it cannot in Reafon be 
thought they would have condemned them ; and if any Man will 
'Compare thefe Opinions of the Judges, with shot Grievance pre- 
tended in the late Convention, and that again with the Aft of Par- 
liament, they will find the Matter of Fa& varioufly reprefented in 
all the Three. We mud like wife inform the World, That no Man 
died upon either of thefe Opinions ; And,tocut off all Debate, both 
theft forenameAQpwons of the Judges are exprefly ratified by Par- 
Moment, and confequ^ntly are tim Senfe of the Nation. 

Bcfose we enter upon private Proceffes, we muft complain, 
^Tbat tho' K. Ch. having by AGt of Parliament added Five of the 
Learnedfi of all his Judges to his Juft ice General and Juft ice Clerk 
Jn place of Two Advocates, who were generally but Young or 
Mean, becaufe they had only fifty Pounds Salary, and that fel- 
dom pay 'd * That yet every Ignorant Scribler fliould prefume *o 
Reproach their Sentences, and fhou'd take upon them to judge 

the 
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the dfeepefl: Controverfies iji Point of Law ; and fliould dogmati- 

cajly write of Criminal Sentences, tho* they never faw a Crimi- 
nal Court, and be applauded in Things which every Servant 
abbiit that Court knew to be Nonfence : Particularly, as that the 
"Advocate threatned Juries ; whereas all he did, was to Proteft for 
an Affize of Error, which the Laws command, and which all Ad- 
vocates ever did, and to this Day do. , Again, it is as foolifhl/ 
pretended, That the Advocate profecuted Men " without Order ; 
whereas indeed he never profecuted any, until he was commanded? 
by the Council, who are our Grand Jury upon Oath, and all their 
'Orders are regiftrated : The Court like wife was fo very favoura- 
ble to thefe Criminals, that they did ordinarily name (thofe of 
their own Profeflion ) Presbyterians to pafs upon their Jury, and 
lent Minifters of their own Perfwafion to reclaim them; and 
thefe Jurors and Minifters feldom faiPd to condemn them as piuch 
as the Judges did. 

The Capital Sentences in that Court were Founded Generally 
upon Aftual Rebellion ; and even as to thofe, there was not one 
<>f a Thoufand Executed : Nor in all Argtffs Rebellion was 
any Executed by their Sentence, except one or two, who 
were pitched upon as Examples to terrify others.' Nor did 
•there die upon any publkk Account, Twelve, in all that Reign fo 
exclaim'd againft, as Bloody \ and not one died for any Principle 
•in Religion, unlets it be thought a Religious Principle \6 die 
-for Aifuat RebeHicfri: - As to fufch, there needs no particular** pe- 
fence, the very Light of Nature, the commbn Intereft of y : Socte* 
ties, and the Laws m of Nations^ declaring it a Crime to juftify 
'{hem. « 

< It is pretended, That tho* the Crimes had been legally founded, 
tyet the x Probation was fujpeft in thofi Times, becaufe the Etepofiti- 
*pns of Witnejfes were previoujly 'taken; whereby Witheffes, s being 
-once enfnared, Were forced' to ft and -by their Depositions. r T(T 
» -wtiich it is. atifwered, That in all Natiohs Abroad, iDepofitions 
<$re* previoufly taken, as is uncontroverted by all their 'Gfrimi- 
fc iial Writers; and this is vfcry neceflkry for the Gdod of the 
.Subjefts, left they flwukl be profeciited groundlefly: And 
* - «• C ; — ■*...*'*• * * this 
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this is a$ lit far the Good of the King or Kingdom* tefc 
fiich as are guilty of atrocious Crimes ag&jnft the whole So- 
ckty r ftxOuld efcape without being puiufried, becaufe trtedf 
when the formal and full probation is not ready; yet to prevent 
$11 Miftakes, the Advocate intirceeded 1 , that this Trcrff of Exami- 
ning WitneffeSy fhould not be lefrto the King's Advocate f as it 
ever formerly bad bee% but fhould be lodged in the Judges, and 
that left their Depositions fhould be any. Tye ypon them, the 
jfUdges, with Confent of the Advocate^ ordered, That the Depofi~ 
tiom fbould be torn before they Defofed in Judgment, and thej wert 
allowed either to forreit or fafs from their former' Depfuions ss thep 
pleafedl And' whereas formerly the Kjpfi 7 s Advocate had th* 
framing qfthe Jury, itis foow: lodged by&fr of Parliament ia 
the. Judges. Nor was there ever any W*tfleffes fufpe&ed, except 
only in ,Chefnock\ Cafe, wherein the Depofitlons* were true^ aadH 
albeit: the. Witness afterwards afferted upon Oath on uheir- 
Ktieefc Tjtat their fir fi: Def option vtas *very true y and that they werjp- 
only frighted and confounded i* the Second. ; yet the Council woal#' 

hot reuime. the ProceiV and thereupon he w$s abfolv'd : In* 
the reft the Probation was but too clear : v for befide ail the le- 
gal Probation, moft of thole who died, owned and gloried in< 
their Crunes, when* they diedi -exhorting others to imitate: 
them, in their Dtfoatoing the Kjng> and Rebelling agaiufi him : 

And many of them exhorted the People,, to kill djmkjpgp*- 
fpfd their Principles', au%iag the^n, , That tQUA-fMdigHanu m*t 
4Steptable to Gsd* . , 

Strangers would like wife be pleas'd to be inform'd, That ourt 
Haw. allows, the Party .accufed .-'a. Ijhmj/ to call ia Witnefles,, 
who may depofe upon Qath for ffim *§aiaft the Kjpg, which 
the Law of England does not : And this kind of Exeulcafattoh 
%as. never alto w'd *iU the Reign of King CHARLES 11. 
The firft Aft, which was the Warrant thereof hi vi eg been made 
by. Sir $oh»C*8n*%lq&f t ,a.nd' Sir George M*fke*pie 9 'v/kBn. they 
were Criminal yiiigtp And-this was nj^itfusVt& the Per- 
sons, accufed, albeit they brought in frpquejjtty Wtt&efttt, 
who took very great Latitudes, go fave thole of their own

Principles by Swearings fbrlnftance, tbattho* they few a Per Jon 
wry like the Pannel or Party accused, yet they could tut depofe it was he- 
hecaufe it mtgbt have keen a Vifton^ albeit at the fame time, they 

had known him formerly very well, and that they talkt with him 
that time in Arms, at the Diftance of Ten or Twelve Paces, for 
Half an Hour together ; and at other times, they did pbfitively 
refufe to depofe that they fan him have a Sword, tho* they owned' 
that they few the Hilt and. Scabbard : Notwithstanding of which, 
and many fuch ridiculous Evafions, the Party accus'd, was alwife' 
acquitted. 

.' To defcend to particular ProcefTes : It is clamoured, That 
MitchiU, the famous Jffafftne y was executed ^ after he confeUed the 
Crime upon Promife of life \ To which it is anfweredf. That 
WtchM having upon the High-Street of Edinburgh, {Hot at the 
4>tch-Bi(hop of St. ,J/tdreiv% with a Defign to murder him, 
he wounded the BiChop of Orkney with that Shot, 'of which he 
never recovered, and being thereafter apprehended, confeiTed 
the Crime, but continuing ftill to glory in it, and very famous. 
"Witnefles . having depofed, That Mttchill was upon a new Plot 
to kill the fame Arch-Bi(hop ; . Mitchii was brought to a Trial, 
and his Defences ver.e, That the Earl of Rothes, to tghomhe confejjr 
iff had promifedto fecure, his Ufe\. or that the Privy Council had" 
afterwards prqmifed the fame ; for clearing Whereof, the' faid Earl, 
and -all who were upon the Committee, together with ailfuca 



Members of Council as he defired to be cited.' werefujly 
mined, upon all his Interrogatories : And the Regjfters bf Council 
weie produced, but not the leaft Mark of a Promife was made to* 
appear by either, fothat nothing remained, but that the Lord 
high Chancellor, and Lords of the Privy Council (as they alledg- 
9d) perjured themfeives, and that the Regifters of Council were 
vitiated 4 and how it's poffible to imagine that all this Villany 
WA*committed to take fi inconsiderable a Fellow's Life ; I leave 
the World to judge ? However, he alfd died glorying in his 

te/o/fm 
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George Lermonth is alledged to have been unjuftfy executed, be* 
caufehe was condemned for being prefent at a Field-Conventicle t 
with a Rodjnly in his Hand ; Whereas the Truth, is, That he was.* 
condemned for being. Art and Part, that is to fay, acceffory to the 
Death of a Soldier, who was killed upon that Place, and that he 
commanded thofe who killed him as an Officer, of which a Man 
may be guilty in Law, without having a Sword ; and therefore 
the Jufiices mofi legally repelled the Defence founded on his not ha- 
ving a Sword* ' , 

Hamilton, of Monkland -was not found guilty becaufe- he went into 
the Relets to feek his Son, as fome falfly fuggeft : But becaufe. being. 
there, he folicited a Committee of the Rebels, to make his Servant 
an Officer y and accordingly he being made one, became back 1 
withiafome few Days, and flayed feverai. Months. with Monkland % 
a Point of Law fo clear, that his own Advocates could make no 
Reply to evade it. 

There were indeed Two Women executed, indbtit Twa in both 
thefe Reigns, and they were pupifbed for moft hainous Crimes* 
which no Sex fhoulcT defend. Their Crimes were, That they 
bad recepted and entertained, for many Months together, the 
Murderers of the Jrchbijbop of St. Andrew*/, who were likewife 
condemned Traitors for having been openly in Rebellion at BothweU 
Bridge^ whereupon they having been profecuted, declined the 
King's Authority, as being an Enemy to God, and the Devil** 
Vicegerent. And tho' a Pardon was offered to them upon their 
Repentance, they were fo far from accepting it, that they own'd 
the Crimes to be Duties; and our Accufers fhould remember 
that thefe Women were executed for higher Crimes, than the: 
the following Montrofeh Camp, for which Foarfcore Women and 
Children were drowned, being all in one Day thrown over the 
Brfdgeat Linlithgow by the Covenanters, and Six more at Elgin 
by the lame Faction,, all without Sentence, or the leaft Formality 
of Law; 

BaiUie of fyrvifewood was executed for hting acceffory jo^ and 

concealing of a Deftgn of raifing Twenty Thoufand Men, and fiezing 

the Garifons 0/ Berwick and Carlifl^ and thrOflicers of State. Nor 
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wotild the Advocate raife an IndiSment until Sir George Lackhart, 
and one of the Learnedft of the prqfent Judges, did declare, that 
th&Point ofLan? and Probation were l both moft clear, and thereu- 
on concurred iri the Procefs (concealing of Treafon is beyond all De^ 
\ate punifbable as Treafon in our Lam) and fome of the Witneffes 
were his own Relations, who fwore plainly and pofuively againft • 
him. 

The Earl ofArgyle's Procefs deferves to be more largely clear'd : 
And fince this laft Parliament has refcinded it, we fliall without 
any Juftification reprefent the Matter of Fa&, which (lands thus; 
The T E S T beingeoa&ed to be a Bulwark ro the P rot eft ant Re- 
ligion, as upon the Event it prov'd, the Earl was not obligfd, but 
would needstake it with this Caution, I take it as far as it is confid- 
ent with it (elf, of with the Pivtejtant Religion : And 1 declare, that I 
mean nbt to bind up my f elf to t*ijh or endeavour any Alteration I think 
ro the Advantage of the Church or State: Whereupon the Council 
obferving, thatthe TV/?, by one Part of this his Declaration, ap- 
peared Ridiculous; and by the other it became ineffectual, to aft 
the Intents and Purpofes for which it Was defign'd j for fo every 
Man's Opinion became the Rule of his own Loyalty, and ho Man. 
thereby oblig'd to be further Loyal than he himfelf might think 
convenient. They therefore interpofed earneiftly with the Earl to 
pais from this his Declaratton : But he refuting to difown it in the 
Ieaft, and Copies of it being indujtrioujly fp read abroad, it was repre- 
fented to him, That by AB of Parliament, all fuch, as put Limitati- 
ons upon their Allegiance, were guilty of Treafoh. For befide, that 
Men are not obliged to difpute the Reafonablenefs ofAtfs of Parlia- 
ment afar they were once made ; it is apparent that this A& was 
made upon moft juft andneceflary Motives; for the Foundation j 
of the Rebellion in thelaft Age, was* That by the Covenant the Sub- 
jects were not further obliged to own the Kings Interejt, than in 
Jo far as ir agreed with the Word of God, and the Laws of the 
Land , of which every private Breafi made himfelf the Judge ; arid 
if this be aflow\H, no Oath of Allegiance can bind y and fo all So- 
ciety muft be di{Tolv*d. Notwithstanding all ^hich, the Eafl 
dill perfifting, and the Duke then Higb-Commffioner } being 
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affured by one of the beft Lawyer* in the Nation, that the. Pa- 
per imported Treafon, (tho' the Advocate fcrupled to profe- 
cute him from a Principle of perfonal Kiodnefs to the Earl ) 
he was thereupon proiecuted, and found guilty after a full 
Debate, wherein Eight or Nine of the beflt Lawyers of the Na- 
tion, by a poOtive Command from the Council, did aflift the 
Earl. . It is here alfo very obfervable, that no Malice could be 
defign'd againft the Earl; becaufe he was earneftly entreated to 
pafsfrom the Paper containing his Declaration before the Pro* 
cefsihoyld commence ; and after all, the Captain of the Caftlc 
was allowed not to keep him ftriftly. And as it is undeniable, 
That the Kjng allowed the EarPs Eflate* to his Creditors, and 
that his Children got a far larger Share of it, than if he had 
dfdinhi*Bed\ fo it can be prov'd it was fully refolvM, That 
hejbould not die, nor did be die till he had Invaded his Native 
Country by open War, whereby the Parliament being convinced 
by this Open Aft, that he had very clearly defign'd by. the for- 
mer Caution in his Explicatory Declaration of the Teft, to re? 
< ier ve to himfelf a Power to rsfe in Rebellion when he thought 
fit ; as was argued in the former Procefc ; rf^y, therefore rati- 
fied the Procefs of FOrfauIture ( nemine contradicente ) and ad* 
ded their Authority to that of the Jujlice Court. And becaufe 'tis 
wonder'd; why he was not profecuted upon this New Rebellion; itk 

aafwer'd, That by the Laws of all Nations, ancj by the Laws, e^ 
Jfoecially of Scotland, and England, no Man can betrfd for the very 
yme Crime for which he fionds convicted, tho 7 he may for a Crime which 
ieferves a greater Punijbment, for the Law has exhaufted its Re? 
veuge by tbefrfi Sentence; but yet where a new Notorious. Agr 
gravation fuperveens, which is fo clear, that it can adxnitof 
no Debate, nor needs no Probation ; it were very unjuft that 
the Law ihould not here be put in Execution, thoVthe firft 
Sentence had been thought too fevere to defervc k. We. con* 
elude then this Procefs with this Refle&ion, That a Government 
can in no Senfe be caff d Severe, where the Perfpn mus^d has Liberty 
(and is intreated) to retrati hisCrime, where his Children and Creditors 
get aS his Efiate, and where he himfelf does not fujfer, until he Made 
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*f tnanifeft fyhis 'Invaftm , of his Native Country, that the ®<$g* 

-if his explaining tfy* Teft in a Paper under his Hand, wan to rejerve 
-to htmfeifa. Power to rebel, and tiU he had aggravated highly his for- 
mer Guilt* But why flo they reproach us with this one Decipon, 
who do yet fuftain thofe abominable ones, that were executed 
•wit-bout the Ieall /hadow of Juftice, againft the Marquis of 
Huntley and Montrofe, Prefident Spotifwood, Haddo, and Seven 
Hundred "Gentlemen niore, who. died by their Juftice-Court, 
when their Covenant bver-rul'd Law and Equity ; and againft 
four Hundred and Frfjy Gentlemen and Commons, who d»ed by 
"the Juftice-'Coart of Jrgile, foefide the many Thonptnds who died 
in the Civil War,, (of which thry muff be guilty, who raifed 
it, : and who never yet made the ieaft Profcflion of Repentance 
fork.) 

k The Parliament, iffi, feeing inform'd of Monmouth and Jr- 
gtle*$ Inyafion, and being convinc'd that Jrgilehad referv'd that. 
Power in his Explicatory Paper, of the TV/?, meerly that he might 
invade 'his Country and its Laws ; . and refle&ing on the Trea- 
-fchatte Principle of the Covenant of defending the. K*hg> only 
■in defence of Religion,, and die late Limitations of owning, no < 
King, except he. had taken their Covenant ; , They therefore 
i not by a Recognising AB, but in the Narrative only of the Afit «. 
relating to the Excife) t>ffer'd » their Lives and: Fortunes, . with- 
out Rejerve \ which Claufe -was inferted by the Parliament^ not 
to introduce, a blind Slavery, as, fome malicidufly pretend, -but 
meerly to exclude ithefe Rebelltous Limitations *>f Obedience in«« 
Tented by the Covenanters, , which were inconfiftent with far- 
mer ftanding fcaws, and by which the People had been highly 
debauchM in the late Civil War 5. ; for in that very Parliament - 
they barged the Peoples Liberties, and : ratified all La ws in fa- 
vours of the Proteftant Religion ; and the very fame Perfons in ,■ 
the next Parliament refus'd to take away the Penal Statutes- 
whereas, if an abfolute Slavery had been defign'd, all the former 
Afts eftablilhing oar Liberty and Property, and all the Concef 
pons granted to us by our Kings for fecuring our Lives and For- 
tunes, . QiQuld have been expiefly Enumerated and Abrogated ; 

and 
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and fo the Words in the Narrative of that A£fc could be no War- 
rant for the proclamation, difabling the Laws againfi Toleration 
as fome would have us believe : And they who now complain, were 
the only Perfons who then took the Benefit of that Stretch of the 
Prerogative. 

. We could wifli that our Accufers would be careful, that in 
being too rigid Cenfurers x)f us,they do hot expofe all Governments, 
and even the present to Reproach : For.it would feem to fome who 
are now; By-ftanders, as they then were, that though they -cry'd 
out againft us for torturing, when it was warranted by bur, uncon- 
traverted Law; yet the Expediency of Government, or ibmeo- 
ther Reafon makes them do it, after they had declared it a Grievance, 
a nd had raiPd . againft it as inconfifient with all Humanity. Nor do I 
fee ? that the referving it only to King and Parliament anfwers this 
Obje&ion; for the Parliament by their Authority cannot make 
that fit, which is inconfiftent with Human Nature fir that convenient 
which was declared to be incapable to produce the true Effeftfor which 
it was defigrfd : And the making Torture then only a Grievance+when 
inpB.ed without a Caufe (as is pretended) feems to fatisfie as little, 
fince every Man can eafily pretend, That what he does is done upon 

juft Motives. The Imprtfoning many, and keeping them long, can 
hardly be obje&ed to us, fince the prefent Government iind them- 
felvcs obliged to do both\ and the laft Parliament, in their great 
Wifdbm, thought it fit to rejed a Bill for habeas corpus,, when it 
was prefs'd as fuitable to one of the Grievances : Nor can we yet 
difcqver why the forfeitures ofthofe (hould be refcindcd by the cur- 
rent Parliament, who were Sentenced for having taken up Arms at 
' Pentland-hills, and Botbwel-Bridge ; ,or thofe who were forfeited for 
the Proclamations at Sanquhar, and elie where, wherein King 
' Charles was declared to have loft his Right to the Crown, for ha- 
' ving broke the Covenant (that Tripartit and Fundamental Contra& 
'betwixt God, the J£injg,and his People) and wherein it is declared 
a Duty to kill him, and all who ferv'd him, and to throw off the' 
Race of the Stewarts, as conftant Enemies to God : * As alfo how

"Some are alfo found who 
reproach the prefent Government for Tuffering Minifters to be 
thrown out by the Rabble without any previous Tryai or Repa- 
ration afterwards, and many other Things which afford ' but too 
'great ground for Satyr and Complaint, if I were inclined to ei- 
ther. \ ■' ' ;-.. , ' ; •»- - «•• 
f The Neaffity of State is that Superemine&t Law, to which up- 
on Occafion all particular Afts muft bow ; what elfe can be ai- 
4edged to juftifie the thrwlugmt thefirft Bftateof ; ParIiiment,the 
t *fp»g h ™ e Magiftrates then in Poflfeffion in makingof their Ele- 
&ions ; and allowing fome who had been fentenced for Treafon to 
fit and vote in Parliament, without ever examining the Grounds 
upon which they had been condemned ? Thefe who think that the 
Afoq^^ (which muft be their 
only Flea,) ought to be very careful hdw they blame their Prede- 
cefltorsfor Severities, which fome Men's ungovernable Humours 
neceflltated thetn to. * 

We muft alfo be allowed to admire/ how thofe who fo emi- 
nently comply'd with tixiDifyencing Power in taking an Indul- 
gence from the * Paplfts, * and who magnified King James u pon 
that Account as the beft of Kings ; that ever reign'd, (hould 
fo fnarle at us, wtoo. in a Parliament (at which hot one of them 
affifted) refufed to take away the Pend Lam made againft Po- 
r p6ry, whilft many *f bs refign'd 4ur Pfewwrllmgly in Defence 
of thofe Laws;? Or how thofe who did fit: in. Parliament and 
Judicatures with us, consenting to and approving what was done 
in thole Reigns, {hould now countenance fuch Reproaches a<- 
gainft us ? it being moft undeniable that there's but very few 
*-who- deferved any Employment, or had any Senfe, who 
did not coiicur in moft or thofe Things for which we are now 
fo feverely cenfured j and there are very few of any Note 
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or Confideratfoa either in the lad 'Owcfyofar,: or prefent Btrtta- 
tnenty who have not been aceeflbry to many of the- things now 
complain'd of. 

. We do therefore in the laft Place- recommend to all difioterefled 
Men, to.'-copfider, That the Men of the grcateft Qpati^^earn- 
irtg, Experience, Parts; and Eftates being then in tfje Govern- 
ment, and upon Oath ; it fc to be prefumed, That, Love to the Sal- 
vation of their Souls, Refpett to their Honour, and Care of their 
Families and Pofterity, would have obliged them tofhun and 
«void<a!l thof« 8e1/!epities.^di which they lare now «ioft un juftly 
charged ; and in contrrton-Giarity to .brieve, that what was then 
done by thofe in Power, was defign'd only for the Security of the 
Proteftant Religion, againft thofe Fa&ions andSchifms, and- to 
prefer ve the Country from thofe Civil Wars and Difira&ions which 
Jiad deftroyed; bjoth in the laft Age ; and threatned to do the like 
in this ; notwithftanding all the Ifains and Care that was taken 
to reduce the 'Authors of thofe Mifchieft to. live peaceably and 
quietly. We forefeetng very clearly, that one Month's Civil War 
would occafion more Ruin and Etaftru£fcipn to the Country, than 
poffibly the Severities of a whole-B-eign could fdo. .. 

The only Deflgn of this Paper being to defend our jfelyes* with- 
out offending others, and rather to <xmeht than. widen'0ii!ereiice5; 
we wifh, that all Sides may bufy themfelves . fo much in fettling 
their Native Country, that they may forget Injuries, which the 
•tnoft Impartial cannot think fo great ia the Reigft'of Is jng Chaidgs 
the Second, as thofe. that. were. committed by the Complaining 
Party in the Reign of King Charles the Firft, and we fhould be 
forry they had been ballanced. But jure they will be moft unpar- 
donable, who begin again upon a new Score.;; for after thaj no- 
thing can be expe6fced,rbut -'that %\\ -Parties; will run in;/in endkfs 
Circle of Severities; Which God iff hk i»$am Meny avert. . 
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T is much to be admired, Tljat ffuch as;neyer v rqad bur Lw, 
revised our Records , nor were 1 e^ employ :*<! &i' Judges or /id- 
/yocates in bur Criminal Courts; fhtoxftd adventure tb condemn 
the Proceedings bf thpfcr, tf hofor inah/. Years ? fteve made 
that Pirt of our taw thdr conftant Study ; who \irere.upph Oath; 
and knew that their Posterity fhould be* judged by their Decifi- 
ons- ' But to inform all Men more particularly, and to fet things 
in their true Light ; I fliall reprefent the. Leg4 Way of Procedure - 
in Cafes o/Treafon 9 which is theonly Crftne to Which this Jealoufjr 
inay reach ;. and then prove; That the : %ing 7 s Advocatetannot pre- 
judge the Partji accused in any Step of the Procefs. 
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Treafon may be purfued either at the Inftance of a private Infor- 
mer, or at the Inftance of the Kjngs Advocate, who is r at ione officii % 
calumniator public™ : If a private Perfon irfform, then his Namemujt 
be exprejt, to the end he, nor none of his Relations may be us'd 
as Witnefles y he oiuftfind Surety that he (hall prove, and that he 
fhall infill, as being liable in * pvuam talionis, if he fail in proving 
the Crime.

thebeft Laws and Lawyers; but he darkens his own Caufe, when 
juft, who ufes thefe to ignorant People ; and he lejfens his own E- 
fteem, who thinks he needs them amongft Men of better Senfe : The 
Law trufts him intirely as a puhlick Servant , who manages thefe 
Purfuits by Virtue of his Office, and not by Malice. The Kjngf 
Advocate muft either have a Negative over the King and all the 
Judicatories, by refuting to concur, by which he might make the' 
juft eft Purfuit ufelefs ; ( for tho' he fhouid lay down his Employ- 4 
ment, yet it would give an ill Impreffion even of the beft Caufe) 
or other ways he muft be obliged to concur* In which Cafe he can 
do no Prejudice ; beezufe Judges are prelum'd to be Learned, and 
th&Advocate is ftill to be confider'd as too interefted, to have any 
dangerous Influence: Nor can he abufe the Jury with any ^lifrepre-

WE Under-Subfcribers, for our felves, and all that job 
with us, and adhere to us, being put to it by God 
our Confciences, and Men j Do bind our Souls with 1 
folemn andfacred Bond, left on the One, Hand we fhould be carried 
away with the Stream of the Apoftacy and Defeclion of the Church 
in this Time ; and on the other Hand, left we fliould (not being fo

Moreover fboujhalt provide out 
cfaU the People, able Men. fucb as fear God, Men of Truth x hating Cove- 
toufnefi } and that we fhall no more commit, the Government of our felves, 
and the making of Laws for us, to any onefingle Perfon s and lineal Suc- 
ceffbr, we not being tied as the Jems were by God, to one Family, Go- 
vernment not being an Inheritance, but an Office, which muft be fquared, 
not to the Intereft and Lufi of a Man, but to the Good of the Common- 
wealth, and this Kind of Government by a fingle Peribn, &c being 
mod liable to Inconveniencies, (as fad and long Experience may now 
teach us,) and apteft to degenerate into Tyranny. Mortover, we declare, 
that thefe Men whom we ftall fet over us, ft all be ingaged to govern us 
principally by that Civil or Judicial La#, given by God to his People of 
Ifrael, cfpccially in Matters of Life and Death, and in all cither Things

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alfo, fo 6r as they teach, excepting only that Law, (vizi anent Slaves,) 
which does not agree with that Chriftkn Liberty eftabliflied in all Chri- 
flendom, (only violated by m 'Tyrants, and fomc others of late,) and 
that of Divorces and Poligamy * the one being not a Law, but a : Permit 
fion granted upon the Account of the Handnefs of their Hearts, the other 
being a Sinful Cuftom contrair to the firft Inftitution of Marriage, crept m 
into the Church : We know that Men of malignant and perverfe Spirits, 
that has not a higher God than a mcked King, which ftrits only with their 
bftful Ucentioujnefs, and it mzjix others with them that -feemed to be 
of bctctr Principles,wil! raife an ignorant Clamour upon this, that it is z 
Fifth-Monarchy, ami we Fifth- Monarchy- mep, and will labour to a* 
mufe the People with ftrange Terms, and put odiem Names on good Things^ 
to make them hateful, as their Way is $ but if this be their Fifth-Mo- 
narchy, we both are, and ought to be fudi', and that according to his 
Word. ■ ; ; 

VL It being the Wor k tf the MinMers of the Gojfiel, to preach, propa^ 
gate, and defend the Kingdom of God, and to prefervc the Doctrine* 
Worfhip, Difcipline, Government, Liberties and Priviledges of the 
fame, from all Corruptions and Incroachments of Rulers, and all orhers* 
And feeing, that the Minifters Of the Church of Scotland, fat fcaft the 
greateft Part of them before) not only were defeSive in ^reaching and Te*

becaufc of the foresaid Reafons, and others, Which may after this {if thti ' 
Lord will) be publiflied* As alfo, we difown* and by this refents the 
Reception of the Duke of Tork, a profeft Papift,as rfcpugnant to ttir Pflfrf 
ciples and Vows to the mod High God, and as that which is the great 
(though alace too juft) Reproacn of our Church and Nation : Wfe alio, 
by thi$, proteft againft bu fucceeding to the Crown, and whatever hath httti 
done, or any are effaying to do in this Land (given to the Lord) in Pre* 
judice to our Work of Reformation. 

And to conclude, We hope none will blame us for, or offend at, our 
rewarding thofe that are againft us, as they have done to us, as the Lord 
gives the Opportunity. This is not to exclude any that hath declined, 
if they be willing to give Satisfaction to the Degree of their Offence.
